Enter Hose-laying Competitions 


Members of the Vulcan Fire 
Brigade, at their Aug. 9, meeting, 
looked back on a period of about 
two months in which there were 
no fire calls, rural or town. Four 
days after bouquets were handed 
out to town and rural fire¬ 
conscious folk, one of the most 
severe fires in local history broke 
out 

A list of needed pieces of equip¬ 
ment was made out at the meet¬ 
ing to be presented to council for 
consideration and subsequently 
okayed. Many of the items were in 
the clothing line and wet firemen 
Sunday night were wishing the list 
had gone in a month earlier. 

In connection with the recent 
fire, brigade officials feel a plug 
concerning recharging, checking 
or purchasing of fire extinguishers 
in stores or homes might carry ad¬ 
ditional weight just now. For some 
time the local department has been 
taking orders for such preventive 
equipment and can recharge soda- 
acid, foam or dry chemical type 
extinguishers locally. C02 types 
can be left with the Vulcan crew 
to be sent out tor recharging. 

Hose laying contests have taken 
some of the spare time of five 
members of the town crew this 
summer. George- Richardson, Fred 
Standing, Claire Schneider, Doc 
Stewart and Andy Broere have re¬ 
presented Vulcan at various 
events, the last two being at Red 
Deer and Bowness. 

The boys, armed with record- 
breaking times on practice runs 
here, jumped into the Red Deer 
spraying match and reported doing 
marvellously well until a cross- 
threaded connection burst under 
pressure and disqualified them on 
each of two runs. 

Out of four tries at Bowness last 
Saturday the crew completed two 
successful runs through the tricky 
operation but wound up out of the 
money, how far out, no one will 
tell. The idea in this competition 
is to couple up three lengths of 
hose, ntt a tragpt and change hose 
with hose pressure on at various 
times. 

Eighteen teams competed in the 
Bowness affair, three from B.C. 
and while the Vulcan boys were 
found wanting in the hose laying, 
they reported they more than held 
their own at the banquet and 
party which followed these events. 

In the case of both Red Deer 


and Bowness, it was the host team 
which won the competitions with 
best times. 

Changes on fire department 
strength have been made with 
Lome Henry named Deputy Chief 
and George Richardson made a 
team captain.

Additional equipment for the 
fire department was approved and 
ordered. 

Parking lines and a centre line 
on main street pavement will be 
painted by the town workmen as 
soon as possible. 

An extract from the minutes of 
the May 1957 meeting of the town 
council was read, showing that the

10H0 Bait for Coyote Control • 

The County of Vulcan is con¬ 
sidering the use of 1080 bait for 
the control of coyotes this year. 

1080 baits are made up by in¬ 
jecting Sodium Fiuoroacetate into 
large pieces of meat, generally 
horse meat. These baits are set out 
in areas where coyotes are known 
to be doing damage. Only one bait 
can be set in a township, and can¬ 
not be set nearer than one mile to 
any dwelling. 

A killing dose is readily obtained 
from hard, frozen baits. Only one 
quarter of a pound of treated 
meat is required to kill a coyote. 
The primary cause of death from 
1080 poisoning is the effect on the 
heart The central nervous system 
reaction is manifested by epilepyi- 
form convulsions. Danger of sec¬ 
ondary poisoning is mainly 
through eating material vomited 
by a poisoned animal or by the 
stomach contents of such an ani¬ 
mal. 

Anyone having a problem with 
coyotes and wanting to have a bait 
set on his land should make appli¬ 
cation to the County Office before 
Sept. 30.

Marvin Suitor of Blackie put his 
St. John’s Ambulance training to 
good use on Sunday when he saved 
a man from drowning at the Tra¬ 
vers Lake. The man had been 
water-skiing and was wearing a 
life belt which did not hold his 
weight. When he got into diffi¬ 
culties about 40 Jeet from shore, 
Marvin swam to |hlm and pulled 
him to shore ancHhdmi niste red ar¬ 
tificial respiration! Another swim¬ 
mer assisted in the latter. Marvin 
did not secure the man’s name as 
when he went to check later, the 
stranger had left the park area. 

This is the stqond time in a 
month that Marvin has saved a 
life as earlier in tHe season he res¬ 
cued his niece, Dianna Lindquist 
from drowning. She had been play¬ 
ing on the wharf and fell into 
seven feet of water, Marvin in¬ 
stantly rescuing h* ,
